Service Physical Tests

The War and Navy Departments are
learning gradually and in no uncertain
terms of the disfavor with which officers
of the army navy and Marine Corps
view Mr Roosevelts excessive require
ments for a physical test to be held an-

nually as a demonstration of individual
fitness to perform mttkaryaaval duties
There are many examples of the pro

eat of officers who are
still In their prime and who should es
permitted to perform their allotted tasks
for many years They are now being
retired and supported la idieaeas at gov-

ernment expense because they are not-

able to walk fifty miles Ia three days
or ride ninety miles ia tOO seme period
The theory upon which thfe test was
founded was the eaeottragemeat of phys-
ical exercises regularly conducted by
officers many of whom were obviously
in need of that sort of training It has
failed to accomplish any such to
that officers who pass the test at ease
settle down to their wonted inactivity
until It shall be necessary to again pre-

pare for the special stunt a year later
It has been found that the walking and
riding can be accomplished by some

preliminary work quite as well as
by any steady grind

The conservative service view is la
favor of a regularly established conpttt
sory system of physical exercise for com-

missioned officers as wen as enlisted mea
on shore as well as at sea
the personnel of the army and navy in
proper physical condition and that is all
that need be expected and moreover
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suScIent assurance that officers will
be perform their duties whatever
those duties may be In time of War
The only advantage derived from the
severe physical tests which make no con-

cession to difference In age of officers
Is that It helps promotion but this can
l e only temporary and In the meantime
the active list is being deprived of the
services or officers who are ef value by
reason of their experience and training
and who are forced late retirement

the men who would lift Persia up in the
scale of intelligently and righteously
governed nations have to commence all
ever again

Sooner er later however the longop
pressed people of Persia will take the
situation In hand just as the Turkish

did The Shah will be kicked out
unceremoniously and with scant regard
for his reyal dignity or alleged divine
right to lord it over bis peepfe regard-
less And be will be put where be can-

not make trouble in the future aad that
perhaps la a fashion grim enough too
He probably doubts that even as Abdul
Hasaid did but he will discover his

fancy by and by toe late to be
of any benefit to his kingly fortunes to
be sure but to the great good of Persia
nevertheless

Revision Without Information
We have always been impressed with

the reasoning of those who favor the
relegation of tariff tinkering to a perma-

nent bureau which shall make some en-

deavor to find out the facts with respect
to the necessity of particular rates of
duty both for purposes of revenue aad
ef protection During the recent tariff
debates many Senators and Meaers of
Congress have confessed their want of
iaforatatiea as to comparative cost of
protection which was to have been the
guiding principle of the present revision
Senator tel for instance has
lately remarked that neither the Finance
Committee nor the Senate had oa hand
any satisfactory data for guidance in fix
lug rates of duty This teforaaatloa
ought to be collated by tariff experts so
that Congress could use it in penning
judgment upon the reasonableness ef
particular rates As Senator McCamber
said there is no need of a tariff bureau
to pass judgment upon what Congress
should do but if the bureau would fur-

nish the facts Congress could exercise
the jedgraeat The socalled tariff com
arisatea provided for by tile Aldrich bill
is intended merely to supply the ProM
deat With Information for his guidance la
applying the minimum or maximum rates
of duty to the imports from other coun-

tries and so falls short of what a real
tariff bureau should be and do

Of course we all understand that a
tariff expert like Senator Aldrich has BO

seed of the Information that could be
supplied by a tariff bureau His formula
for getting at the facts requisite to the
adjustment of protective duties Is very
simple and eminently workable It Is to
pay no attention to the tales of wicked
Importers who may be very estimable
gentlemen but are In the employ of for
eJgaers and to take the word of domestic
manufacturers miners and producers
who are normally better worthy of belief
than Importers or consumers Whatever
protection is wanted should be given pro-

vided it can be through the
Senate What other information is needed
or what better can be found than that
of the man who says his industry will
perish if some duty is reduced r that
he can make more money it it is raised
Hearings are totally unnecessary Let
the manufacturer send in the schedule
he wants and we will try and get It for
him The foelish Commktee OR Ways
and Means held hearings for months in
an effort to had out something about the
effect of the Diagiey tariff and the possl
Wttty of reducing It In certain directions-
It was aH time lost so far as the Senator

How They Helped Kalamnzoos
Street Cleaning Department

Kaiamezoo te a city of only about 3MOQ

Inhabitants yet in many respects it has
attained to such correct civic deportment
as indicates careful bringing up by hand
by the improvement league that Rev
CarolIne Bartlett Crane organized It is
Ute vital needs of the heart aad lives of
the eostmunity that are reached

The league looked on the streets of
Kalamazoo aad saw that they were not
hygienically swept How should men
know how to swoop anyway Tb4 mea
of the city government said that they
were cleaning the streets as the streets
always had been cleaned and it must be
right But the women said No that they
wotti i show them TIN dty council was
asked to give over to the league six
blocks of the street for a period of
three months together with the appro-
priation expended OR this strip of pave
meat

The plan was agreed to Then it
noised abroad that the women of

Kaianaaoo were going to contact this
demonstration of right street cleaning
And the yellowest journals of Chicago
the nearby metropolis began to focus
the trained machinery of their allsearch
lag staffs on the town

The women grew nervous In this glare
of the lImelight of publicity but under
Mrs Cranes dtraetion tbe arrangements
progressed It was CoL Warings New
York Bvstem that was to be Introduced
The white wings were uniformed sad
all equipped with new brooms and little
carts Then at the eleventh hour the
women who had been assigned in squads
of two to act as inspectors of the work
one after another rang Rev Mrs Cranes
frontdoor bell With one accord they
began to make excuses There were sick
babies and unexpected guests and the
everUMfalhttsfcandwhorefosestoallow
it

So that the league that redlY cleaRed
tile streets was mostly Mrs Crane At
itrst appalled by the prospect she never-
theless stood to her guns when all but
one of her faithful lieutenants had fled
The yellow cameras got her but at te
cad of three months she had her reward
The city adopted the system for she
bad for what had previously cost
5336 a day sort she had proven that
sweeping by hand was better than the
machine sweeping that sent clouds of
duet and disease into the houses To
complete this demonstration of neatness
in municipal housekeeping methods the
league purchased and placed on tbe street
corners galvaclzediron cans for the re-
ception of waste paper and refuse And
they enlisted the efforts of the children
to keep the streets free from litter by
organizing In the schools Junior civic
improvements leagues witfcra badge

It Is not a library for the more general

reader except as subject to the conven-

ience of the Investigator such a reader
Is permitted to use Its material upon the
premises Even less Is it a library fur the
education or cultivation of the young The
service to the general reader and to the
young through the issue of Instructive or
recreative books In the domain of general
literature Is left to libraries of different
sort the academic libraries and muni-

cipal reference and lending libraries Only
when It comes to the student somewhat
more mature is the national library con-

cerned Nor is It primarily to aid one per
suing studies merely for his own personal
Instruction or cultivation It Is a library
of research v but research calculated to
advance the boundaries of knowledge and
thus to benefit the community as a whole
not merely to satisfy the Interest or pleas
ure of an Individua-

lIt of course welcomes the investigator
to the direct use of Its collections

for hint not merely conveniences
unexcelled In any other library but a
freedom of access unparalleled in any
Other research library The investigators
who take advantage of Its opportunities-
are numerous including especially mem-
bers of the faculties of various institu
dens of learning in this country and
abroad who utilize their vacation peri-
ods for a tour of investigation to Wash-
ington But the library does not stop
with these Any book la its collections
required for serious research may be
burrowed by an Investigator at a

There are certain stipulations
the book MUSt not be one which it te the
duty of the local library to supply It
must be a book which elm at the moment
be spared from Washington the applica-
tion must be read through the local li

lena is In form made to that
library and the expense of transporta-
tion te borne by the borrower but the
essential is accomplished the In-

vestigator gets his book and perhaps it
may be a book without which his con
cloeioos would be impossible or his In
vestlgattoBS absolutely blocked Under
this policy the library te sending vol-

umes all over the United States from
Maine to California from Minnesota to
Texas

Today the collections comprise nearly
2SMMI items LiRett printed books and
pamphlets and nearly IMMK other ar-

ticles manuscripts maps prints and
music by all means the largest relIne
tin OB the western hemisphere and per-
haps the third largest tot the world They
are Increasing at the rate of about 7MM
books sad pamphlets and other ar-
ticles yearly The resources for their in
crease include still copyright Interna-
tional exchange of official publications
with foreign governments miscellane-
ous accessions through various other
government departments and bureaus
and with other iksdtutions Including
tb results of exchange by tbe Smith
seams Institution with other acad-
emies and institutions and a year
toward the actual purchase of matertaL
With these resources It may not compete
with private collectors whoso purses
know no bottom nor with certain en-

dowed Institutions like tbe Lenox and
the Carter Brown able to concentrate
large lands within special areas nor to
catch up with institutions JIb the Brit-
ish Xttsevm and BtbUotheoue Nationale
whose collections represent the accumu-
lations of centuries and Include material
that will never again come into the mar-
ket but it can and will develop here
collections that will advance tbe oppor-
tunities for American investigators in ev-
ery branch of science which has a litera-
ture whether its literature be book map

Jude Morris Contention Answered
by Appeal to History

The curious article on the nullity of the
fifteenth amendment which appeared
some time ago in tim North American
Review from exJudge M F Morris of
the District of Columbia Court of

has brought out an argument in
reply from Albert S PUhtozry former
attorney general of this State which is
printed in the currant number of that
magazine Judge Morris set up the ex-

traordinary contention that
meats are to be disttaguisbcd frost ad-

ditions to the Federal Constitution
that amendments to be valid when adopt-
ed ia the manner prescribed by the coo
sUtndon must deal with matters germane
to the original instrument that additions
not germane to that instrument can only
be made with the consent of all the
States and that tbe fifteenth amendment
being aa addition and not an amendment
is null and void since it was adopted
without the assent of all the States

Mr Ptttebury has aa easy task in dis-
posing of this queer contention It would
be suScient merely to appeal to common-
sense and reason But be goes further
and appeals to original authority It is
shown that in the Federal convention of
liSJ a motion was made to require the
consent of all the States to proposed
amendments and oa grounds dearly indl-
catia that amendment was understood
to Include additions and that motion was
voted down and the threefourths provi-
sion substituted no one objecting This
is sufficient It leaves Judge Morels with-
out a bit of ground to stand oa sad
further pursuit of his contention woM
be Idle
